Waldheim had requested that 
Participants confine their remarks 
to humanitarian issues,，but the 
comiference began Friday with 
SOmeangry statements. 

ACCUSE 

Cliinas deputy - foreign 
minister Zhang Wenjin，accusing 
Vietnam of “genocide,”“expor- 
tatiom of refugees， ”and“military 
dietatorship” urged nations of the 
world to suspend all economic 
assistance to Vietnam and to 
transfer the aid to the refugees， 
Gina, Zhang said，was ready to 
accept arother 10,000 refugees 
and would contribute $L million 
tothe UN iefugee program ， 

了 The Vietnamese representatives 
were Visibly angered by Zhang's 


TIemarks，but- were not permitted . 


to ,Tespond .to them directly. 
Vietnam's ， deputy ， foreign 
minister, ”Phan “Hien， in his 


address， did implicitly disclaim 
Vietnam's responsibility for the 
fow:of refugees.， He said he was 
not SUurprised that people were 
jeaving Vietnam“to go-abroad to 
live and work or for family 
Teunions.… He said his government

sympathizedq with the Southeast 
Asian governments that have been 
maintaining temporary refugee 
camps， but said that the problem 
was Ooccurring “independent of 
our will .He offered to negotiate 
the establishment of refugee 
processing centers within Viet- 
nam， 

His last move was construed as a 
conciliatry ， gesture by many 
TepIresentatives at the conference， 
but some viewedit with skepticism . 
Lord Carrington，Britain's foreign 
minister，Ssaid _ that 让 Vietnam 
behaved the way “a responsible 
government should,” there would 
be no need for camps for 
emigrants， 

PROPOSALS 

The :next day，shortly before 
Waldheim announced Vietnam s 
pledge.to try to stop the flow of 
refugees，Vice President Walter 
Mondale of the US delivered the 
only speech of the conference that 
greeted :by general and 
stistained applause. Mondale 
announced America  PIoposals 
that included support'，for aa 
moratorium on expulsions by 
Vietnam. The moratorium was 
suggested the day before by 
Foreign Minister Jean Francois- 
Poncet of France. 

Mondale urged the creation of 
transit centers for at least 250,000 
refugees，where they could await 
resettlement in third countries, He 
commended .the “Philippine 
government which anriounced the 
day before that it was willing to 
build a center for 50;000 refugees， 

Mondale said that the Carter 
administration ”would ask 
Congress to provide another $150 
million for the UN High Com- 
missioner {for Refugees _and $20 
million for the creation of transit 
centers，He Proposed the creation

of $200 million refugee relief fund 

and said that the US would 

contribute $20 million to it. 
FAILURE 

The vice ， President ”made 
repeated references to _ an inter- 
national conference held in 1938 
to discuss emigration of Jews from 
Germany. That conference ended 
in failure， 

“Let us_ not re-enact -their 
failure,” Mondale said. “Let us 
not be the heirs to their shame:.” 

Waldheim held a_ press confer- 
ence after announcing the 
Vietnamiese Pledge，He said_ he 
was gratified by the agreement， 
but said that there was a dilemma. 
He said he had to _ choose between 
upholding the right to freedom of 
movement as specified in the UN 
Charter of Human Rights and 
safeguarding the lives of refugees 
forced to leave on unsafe boats for 
countries that complain the 
refugees are taxing:their resOUrces， 

OBJECTIONS 

Officials of the ”UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees said 
Privately that they objected to the 
arrangement made with Vietnam 
and that Waldheim had not 
consujlted their organization. Poul 
Hartling, the high commissioner， 
Said he agreed with the arrange- 
ment，but seemed unenthusias- 
tic. He stressed instead that the 
conference ， had succeeded .in 
obtaining a higher rate of resettle- 
ment for Indochinese refugees and 
more Imoney for resettlerment. 
Earlier in the week，before .the 
conference convened， Western 
nations agreed to _ resettle 250,000 


.refugees. 


The US$，Italy，France,” and 
several other VWestern nations last 
week _ announced plans to send 
rescue Ships to 'the South China 
9ea. But after the conference，UN

Brown Was speaking at a Press 
conference at the Chinese Culture 
Center in Chinatown.， The press 
conference, heldq jointly with local 
Asian American leaders， was 
attended by about 25 television 
and newspaper reporters and 
more than 300 other persons,， most 
of them Chinese Americans. 

Brown tried to Touse ”his 
audience to action with a speech 
similar in tone to the one President 
Jimmy Carter gave the Sunday 
before， Brown urged citizens to 
Sacrifice Some of the habits they 
had acquired while living in an 
"island of affluence” and to “open 
their hearts” to the refugees， 


SPIRIT 

It is estimated that between 
50.000 and 70,000 Indochinese 
refugees have settled in Califor- 
nia， and that hundreds more will 
arrive almost every day in the 
months ahead. The governor Said 
that efforts to alleviate the“death 
and despair” of these refugees 
would lead to a rejuvenation of 
the American spirit. 

“Our Own problems will seem 
less_ serious in the forgetting of 
ourselves，Brown said . 

The &overnor talked for abonuit 
ten minutes，and when he fin- 
ished， no one besides ”reporters 
wishing to ask questions showed 
any immediate reaction;， Positive 
or negative. Brown has had some 
difficulty generating enthusiastic 
responses _ from his audiences 
lately，but part of the reason for 
the lack of response this time may 
have peen that _ some in the 
audience did not understand him， 
Abouit 100 people staved after the 
meeting to listen to a Cantonese 
translation of thie statements by 
the governor and others who 
SpOoke. 

RESPONSE 

Supervisor Cordon Lau,who at 
the Press conference called on the 
federal government to appropriate 
“adequate funds”for refugee ie- 


officials in Geneva were reported 
trying to persuade these countries 
to _ cancel the Plans， The officials 
reportedly said that 让 ships 
appeared off Vietnam，thousands 
of people would trv to reach them. 
The“ Vietnamese government 
wouldthen have to resort to tough 
measures if it is to keep its promise 
to stopping would-be refugees, the 
UN officials said. 口

Last week these encouraging developments in the 
Indqochinese refugee situation took Place: VVestern 
nations agreed to resettle a quarter million refugees 
(about 350,000 wait in temporary camps in Southeast 


Asia for resettlement). The United States ordered its 


navy to rescue refugees still at sea searching for a 
haven. China said 让 was willing to _ accept 10,000 
more refugees (it has already taken ip 250,000). IThe 
Philippines saidq it was willing to establish a processing 
center for 50,000 refugees. Indonesia offered to build 
one for 10,000. And Vietnam said it would try to halt 
theflow of refugees from within its borders， 

While these events Were happening; California s 
Gov. 了 dmund G.， Brown,- Jr.，to his credit， 
announced the creation of a state force to 和 
refugees. He called on the world to follow his lead in 
distributing“limited resources”more equally, But 让 
remains Unclear what steps Brown himself will take to 
alleviate what he calls the inequities between the 

“haves ”and the “have-nots.… 

Brown describes himself as a Democrat in the 
tradition of Franklin D. Roosevelt, who, the governor 
shouldq recall，signed the law ending the period of 
Chinese “exclusion.”The governor visited Chinatown 
last week, andit would have been difficult for him to 
miss seeing some of the have-nots in the community，

Theboat had left Honlon Island 
off the Vietnamese port of Nha 
Trang on June 18 with 93 people 
aboard，the sources said. Four 
days later it ran aground on 3

east of Vietnam and 200 miles 
west of the Philippines.， The

In a separate interview with 
尼 ast/West Harry 玉 .，Schwartz， 
sta 入 advisor to the White Houses 
Domestic Policy Staff，said that 
the White House hopes that the 
Tecommendations in the report 
Scheduled to be releas6d next May 
will not be a“laundry list”'but 
instead become the“mandate of 
Congress for the next quarter 
century.”

Supervisor John Molinari，on 
behalf of the Chinese American 
Democratic Club,， introduced the 
resolution several weeks ago, The 
resolution states that the study be 
done for the purpose of 
developing， through private 
and/or public financing, the block 
for housing for low-income elder- 
ly and families， community- 
Oriented commercial stores at 
street level, Public parking under- 
ground, and community facilities， 
with housing as the highest 
Priority， 

.A 21-member citizens advisory 
committee，representing“the full 
Spectrum of the Chinese American 
community in'， San Francisco,” 
would also be appointed by*the 
mayor to provide input to the 
Planning Commission under the 
resolution . 

COMMITMENT 

Molinari， who was recently 
endorsed for reelection to _ the 
board by the Chinese Democratic 
Club，has pledged _ his commit- 
ment to the resolution and said 
there would be money made 
available for the study should the 
board approve it，

He rebels against the shallowness 
of experience reflected in tele- 
vision, but realizes that 过 his show 
is to continuehe must maintain his 
facade of contentment. But the 
“people upstairs”decide to cancel 
his show anyway，and Uncle 
Hash，while on the air，occasion- 
ally lets the facade drop，snorting 
Gocaine， Swearing， and mis- 
treating his furry Puppet friends， 
only to “Tecoyer”and resume the 
pretense he has kept up for so 
long. Only when he leaves the set 


is he freed from the two- 
dimensionality of television , 
Television is the object of 


criticism .in ， one of the new 
segments. Like “Uncle Hash,”this 
one spoofs a _ common television 
genre 一 the talk show 一 besidqes 
ljampooning the fad for exotic 
Psychological therapies. The hosts 
of a talk show visits the Yick 
Center for the Control of Non- 
Assertiveness and are ingra- 
tiatingly uncritical of their sub- 
ject's work and ideas. The subject 
is Dr -Yick (了 milya Cachapero)， 
Who uses massive electric shocks to 
conditionm her Asian American 
clients to assert themselves. While 
the clients scream，hop upP and 
down in their seats，the hosts sip 
Perrier s water and commend Dr. 
Yick for her “impressive display.” 

The hosts of the talk show are 
Asians， Candy 和 Kong (Diana 
Tanaka) and Duane Hong (John 
Nishio)，and the show is named 
“Asians Are People，Too.”Judi 
Nihei，author of the talk show 
segment， said that sie had 
considered two other titles， 
“Asians Whenever”and “Asians 
Occasionally,， which might lead 
Someto concljude that the target of 
the satire is the program “Asians 
Now.” 

SPOOF 

“Itsnot aspoof of AsiansNow， 
Nihei scoffed when asked about 
her work s relationship to“Asians 
Now:“Itsaspoofiof the wholetalk 
Show format,， Its humor applies 
just as well to 了 vening， the 
Today Show，and :Good Morn- 
ing, America，” 

The other new segment;,“Harry 
Krischner's Rock Concert,” 
seemed to lack the clear object of 
ridicule that Niheis segment had. 
In this piece，an Asian American 
punk iock quintet,“ Yellow Dopes 
on Punk,” chants the Datsun 
slogan，“we are driven,” while 
gyrating on the stage.

This segment closed the show， 
and the audience seemed at a loss 
as to how to react. Marc Hayashi，

SERIO-COMIC 

“We had to go with what we 
had at this point, he said, as some 
members of the workshop were 
suggesting that the segment be 
dropped. “It was Supposed to be a 
serio-comic piece，showing ,how 
Some Japanese Americans were 
more interested in becoming white 
middle-class than in being ethnic. 
It was meant to show that the 
Japanese heritage has some things 
in common ， with ，middle-class 
culture. But it -didnt work 
tonight.” 

Some of the technical equip- 
ment suffered ， from ， opening 
jitters, too. The production makes 
use of closed circuit television and 
vidqeotaped parodies of television 
commercials. The_ images on the 
monitors were not always clear， 
however;，，and the sound system 
Sometimes suffered from distor- 
tion. Those are a few of the perils 
of trying to appeal to audiences 
raised on television ， 

“Our audience isn t interested in 
thinking,”Hayashi said, “but in 
being entertained.”
